Always hampered by the lack 
j of an adequate center, the Rut¬ 
land Recreation Department now 
occupies the Mead Community 
House — temporarily. 

Recreation Commissioner .lohn 
W. Cioflredi has had the doors 
of I he Center St. building open 
wide to the public since July 1 
Whether these doors are to re 
main open, depends upon the ac 
Hon of the voters Sept. II. 

The Recreation Department oc¬ 
cupies the Mead Community 
House on a rental bask. Perma¬ 
nent occupancy hinges on Rut- 
landers' approval of a special 
bond issue at the Septemher pri¬ 
maries. 

The combined three-story build¬ 
ing and gymnasium, along with 
the grounds, have been offered to 
the city for $30,CM. This offer was 
extended through officials of the 
Rutland Congregational Church 
Church officials informed the 
city they would make a "contri¬ 
bution” by lowering their original 
asking price of $40,000 to $30,i*>0. 

Tn addition, a $900 rental-Tee 
($300 a month or one per cent of 
the asking price) will be counted 
as part of the purchase price, 

A two-thirds majority vote is 
needed Sept. It to keep Hie Mead 
Community House as Rutland's 
Recreation Center, 

“A definite need for a com¬ 
munity center in order to ado 
quately maintain a full recreation 
program for all our citizens over 
a constant twelve-month period." 
it an opinion harbored by fiecre 
ation Commissioner Ciolfredi. 

This opinion is reflected in the 
attitude of many Rutland young 
people and adults constant, com¬ 
ments of "no place to go: nothing 
to do in this town." 

There has been reason for such 
statements in the past. Madison 
St, School once used as a recre¬ 
ation center, was antiquated, the 
building Itself dilapidated. Only 
three rooms there were available 
for recreation use. 

Roiary Field House has been 
used os a 11 recreational cratch " 
Originally designed as a warming 
hut. the fieldhousc is in good 
structural shape, 

But it's just too small to Jwqse 
the varied programs offered by 
the Recreation Dept, at the con¬ 
stant request of the public. 

- to addition. Rotary Field House 
is not cenLrally located. Residents 
at the southern end of the city, 
particularly youngsters, are not 
happy about a long Jrck to Rotary 
in freezing winter months.
